Claims 1-22 meet the criteria set out in PCT rtide 33(2)-(4), because the prior art do not teach or fairly suggest the compounds 
which inhibit the activity of Akt, a serine/threonine protein kinase for the treatment of cancer as described in this application. 



The invention relates to compounds, compositions and methods of using of such compounds, compositions that are useful in the 
freatment of cancer.
